Middle East Night cancelled

The Administration at Sac- 
ramento City College 
allegedly forced cancellation 
of the Middle East Night 
scheduled on Fe:ruary 2ist. 


The branian Student As- 
sociation stated that two days 
before the program was to be 
held, the administration 
attempted to cancel it under 
false pretenses on technical 
grounds. When the students 


solved each technical 
problem, successive blocks 
were introduced by ad- 


ministration officials in the 
Student Activities office. 
An initial problem with a 


faculty sponsor was selved 
when a faculty member 
agreed to sponsor the event 
accepting full responsibility. 
However the administration 
maintained a previous 
cancellation of reservation. 
Wher the ISA attempted to re- 
establish the reservation, a 
Student Activities office of- 
ficial demanded that six 
armed security guards be 
hired to ‘chaperone the 
program’’ (at a cost of $4.50 
per hour per guard). Ac- 
cording to a Studeni Activities 
Official, the demand for these 
security guards was put forth 
because, ‘There will be fights 
with scissor and knife-stab- 
bing, and rotten tomatoes.”’ 
The Middle East Night was 


finally heid on the CSUS cam- 
pus. It was a_ successful, 
orderly program attended by 
over 126 students and families 
and members of the entire 
community. 


The ISA and the Coalition 
Against Imperialism and 
Zionism are calling for the Ad- 
ministration to make a public 
statement, committing itself 
to an end of repression of 
political programs on the Sac- 
ramento City College campus.

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StudentEmployment Office finds jobs

If you worry that jobs are 
quite scarce these Ways, there 
is good news from the CSUS 
Student Employment Office. 

According to the office's 
coordinator Madge Rogers, 
‘*We are doing about as well as 
we were at this time last year 
In fact, some jobs are going 
unfilled.”’ 

Rogers indicates that fac- 
tors that increased the office's 
effectiveness last year are 
still at work. It seems that des- 
pite the recession, or perhaps 
because of it, employers are 
interested in hiring students. 

The office, located in tem- 
porary building TWX recently 
filed an annus. report that 
shows a marked increase in all 
of its functions last year. In 
1974, job requests increased 
and so did the number of 
students filling them. 

The report covered the 
months from September 1, 
1973 to July 1, 1974 — a nine 
month period, adjusted to 
coincide with the fiscal year 
Nevertheless, things were 
better during those nine mon- 
ths than inthe previous 12. The 
employment counselors had 
9 800 interviews (64 percent in- 
crease) , 3446 students used the 
olfice (45 percent increase) 
and student earnings from of- 
fice-related jobs totaled 
$1.411.000 (22) percent in- 
crease) 

One reason for the office's 
success is its smal! but 
hardworking staff. Members 
of the staff include Rogers, 
counselor/coordinator: Bar- 
bara Humphrey and Janet 
Parrish, counselor/job 
developers: and Roy Taylor 
clerical assistant 

One important function the 
staff performs involves job 
development. During the nine 
month report period, a 
counselor/job developer 
visited the community two 
days a week. Humphrey 
worked with private industry 
while Parrish’ visited 





governmental agencies. 

They contacted 162 em- 
ployers -- 68 ‘‘former’’ em- 
ployers who had hired CSUS 
students before, and 94 new 
ones. This effort produced a 
total of 148 jobs, including 
positions as typists, recep- 
tionists, secretaries, sales- 
people, cashiers, utility 
workers, delivery persons. 
drivers, laborers and summer 
park aides 

The Student Employment 
Office also reported success 
with its intern program. The 
office placed CSUS students as 
interns with various state 
agencies, McClellan Air Force 
Base, the County Executive's 
Office. and Bank of America 
Competing with 45. other

The Student Consumer 
Alliance, anew group oncam- 
pus established to help aid 
students and the community 
with consumer problems 
recently held a meeting to deal 
with the topic of auto in 
surance. The group plans to 
compile information — that 
would reflect the different 
price variations in rate struc 
tures Of insurance Companies 
operating in Sacramento 


Ultimately, the survey will 
be offered as a service to 
students, providing them with 
some means of comparison- 
shopping when purchasing 
auto insurance 

On January 1, a new state 
law went into effect making it 
mandatory that California 
drivers have auto insurance or 
face fines and penalties 


Basically, the reasoning 
behind conducting an_ in- 
surance survey is to give 
students some type of com- 
parison between companies to 
determine the best coverage 
for the cheapest rates.

Raisin’ lives forever

A Raisin in the Sun will 
probably live long alter our 
steel skyscrapers crumble 


A play written by a black 
woman in the 1950's, a person 
not yet 30 who had never 
published anything before, it 
swept Broudway and was 
compared to a Russian classic 
by the New York Times 


It won for Lorraine 
Hansberry the New York 
Drama Critics’ Circle Award 
She wus the first woman, 
black and the  voungest 
playwright ever to win it 

The play is eritical but 
understands several sides to 
greed, poverty, and sexual 
and racial prejudice. The 
churacters make brilliant 
comments but are not 
ponderous. The play is 
humorous. The’ play is 
emotional 


The play even has a realis 
tically happy ending—not one 
where the cavalry comes just 
in time, but one where the 
characters ure better able to 
cope with the problems that 
still await them 


So the Sacramento Civic 
Theatre production had a lot 
going for it before the cast was 
even chosen, The choice of the 
convincing Lois Smith (who 
also played Mama in the 
record-running Center- 
plaver s production of Hallelu- 
jJuh Baby). and Scott Turner 
us the lost, passionate Walter 
Lee. didn't hurt any 


The set. complete with 
smoky wallpaper, indeed gave 
the impression, as Hansberry 
suid it should ol ac 
comodating “*too many people

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for too many years—and they 
ure tired.’’ Lighting 
deliberately confuses whether 
it is night or day. 


Bea Green as Ruth enters 
with a lot of house work to do, 
but she nevertheless lets too 
much time weigh between the 
lines. She had not yet warmed 
up to the part as she called to 
Walter Lee to get out of bed, 
but by the middle of the play 
she is thoroughly Ruth—affec- 
tionute, worried, tronic and 
earthy 


Untortunately Beneatha 
never warmed up. The student 
fighting to become a doctor 
uguinst her ‘‘fate.”” her lines 
sat on top of her head and 
never drained into her soul 
even when she shouted 


However. her lines were 
ulWays easy to hear. She was 
olten awkwardly placed too 
fur upstage and primped in 
front of the mirror several- 
too-many times 


Bul the way man and wife 
were placed staring at each 
other across the stage when 
Walter Lee found out Ruth 
might get an abortion, yielded 
u long thunder of tension 
without one word being said 


Larry Whorton was a good 
white shoed, ivy league black 
He put invisible ice down the 
buck of Walter Lee. In- 
cidently, the ‘50's costumes 
added u lot to the characters 
without exaggeration or 
cumpy sentimentality 


Mike Bannermun was a 
fine intellectual African but 
occasionally he, Travis, and 
Walter Lee were hard to hear 
Supporting cast. especially

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Kottke displays guitar talents

You see him sitting up there 
all alone on a stool with his 
guitar. His head is slightly 
bent forward, his eyes are on 
the fingerboard. When Leo 
Kottke starts playing, you 
don't hear simple down-home 
strumming. What you get is 
some fancy picking, like 
you've never heard before 

Last Friday at Freeborn 
Hall in Davis Kottke mixed in 
a few humorous stories with 
his out-of-this-world guitar 
playing. delighting the fuli- 
house audience 

For myself, I was pleasan- 
tly surprised. It started out 
like a folk concert; the per 
formers trying to think of 
original ways to say “And this 
next song is...’ But Kottke 
proved he is a true musical 
master, later that night 

His music defies 
categorization. It's a com- 
bination of folk, blues and 
classical, as far as I can tell. 
He begins most of his songs 
with some fast strumming 
changing chords with every 
lick. Then he'll begin picking 
like a classical guitarist: 
slowly, then speeding up. 

After awhile, he begins 
mixing the strumming with 
the picking. Then comes the 
best part: He adds a few soft, 
faint rhythmic chops. It seems 
that there is at least two 
people up there on the stage 
It's like Kottke is the featured 
performer, and another per- 
son is playing the background 
The sound is unique and 
beautiful. Those soft rhythm 
lines give the music an added 


lustre, which is what makes 
Kottke’s guitar playing 
special, 


All of his music centered 
around interpretations of past 
experiences. Through his 
story-telling we learn that he 


lived in Minnesota where he 
met a lot of interesting 
characters. He conveys, 


through music, the time he 
was on his way home from a 


party with his friends. 
Everyone in the car was 
drunk, and he couldn't seem to 
find his way home. He tells us 
about how he picked up an 
imaginary hitchhiker and 
dropped him off at a 
stranger's house, because the 
guy didn’t know where he 
lived 

Kottke didn't do a lot of 
singing. But when he did. he 
reveuls a deep bluesy voice 
roughened up by experience. 


About a year ago I read in 
Guitar Player magazine a poll 
which asked, ‘‘What artist in 
recent yeurs has had the 
biggest influence on you?"’ 
Many of the replies, which 
came from professional 
guilurists, mentioned Leo 
Kottke. | had heard that he

was quite a guitarist, but I had 
no idea how much a virtuoso 
he was until this concert. I just 
couldn't believe that all that 
noise was coming from one 
person. I looked around the 
Stage several times to see if he 
had someone playing 
background, but it was just 
him, alone in the spotlight. His 
playing slightly resembles 
Jorma Kaukonen of Hot Tuna 

But if his playing is unique, 
it is not original. His music isa 
melage of different styles, all 
of which you heard before. He 
IS a magnificent technician, 
but not a creator. 

Still, the concert was a good 
one. Kottke was called back 
fortwo well-deserved encores

Rococo best describes ballet

The number is a catalogue 
of ravishing gestures and 
positions, all in slow motion 
No tension of any sort builds 
up: drama itself is almost 
nonexistent music rarely 
rises above metronomic 
merit. The pink, flowing cos- 
tumes and deep-space lighting 
contributed to this aura of 
suspended time and _ pure 
visual delight 
In a similar vein was In the 
Mist, a new creation of Jean- 
Paul Comelin, associate ar- 
tistic director. It was less 
successful than the preceding 
selection, principally because 
of its length. Janacek’s music 
is singularly uninspiring, and 
the staging placed vigor and 
brio at a premium. Comelin 
attempted a ballet of wit, 
understatement, and sophis- 
tication; these were gotten at 
the price of sentiment, 
variety, and as a 
result—cohesion 
What The Shakers makes 
up for in crispness and fervor, 
it loses in dramatic effect. The 
piece is sored for 24 sisters and 
brothers (in religious garb) 
and an eldress. Ac- 
companiment is by a spare 
ensemble of three. The os- 
tinato rhythm on conga drum, 
coupled with the hymn-like 
chant by soprano has definite 
Possibilities. But rather than 
creating a sense of drama or a 
wide expressive range, its 
homogeneity induces a 
trancelike state in the listener.

Light-hearted musical plauded ‘Black is »

Oscar Levant once said, 
‘Happiness isn't something 
you experience, it’s some-th- 
ing you remember.’ 

The Grass Harp [its the last 
part of that definition—it’s a 
play that lives in your 
memory. But at the same 
time, it is quite an experience 

The Grass Harp is a warm, 
light-hearted, happy musical 
that manuges to avoid theat- 
rical cliches 

The musical opened to 
near-capacity crowds in the 
Playwright’s Theatre Friday 
and Saturday nights. It will 
run six more times in the next 
two weeks—on March 13, 14, 
15, 20, 21 and 22 

The audience on opening 
night beheld a near-perfect 
production. The cast, the four 
piece orchestra and _ the 
technical crew were perfectly 
coordinated, there was abun 
dant evidence of long. arduous 
rehearsals 

The Grass Harp, based ona 
Truman Capote short story, is 
about three people who run 
away to live in a treehouse. It 
only lasts one night before 
society and life's realities 
catch up to them. but in that 
time they learn much about 
each other, about themselves 
and about love 

Vicci Harris, who plays the 
maid, gives the most engaging 
perlormance of the three 
constantly delivering 
deliciously humorous lines 
and displaying a smooth, rich 
voice in ‘‘Marry With Me.”’ 

Kim McKean as _ Dolly 
Talbo. the spinster, and Gene 
Strange as Collin, the 15-year 
old boy who learns about the 
pleasures and pitfalls of life 
the hard way, both give 
commendable perlormances, 
deeply submerging 
themselves into their respec 
tive roles 

Everyone in the supporting 
cast also performs admirably 
especially Lyn Zarick as 
Babylove, Beth Duncan as the 
Baker's wile, Melody Smith as 
Maude and Michael 
Shanahan as the barber 

But most impressive of all 
was Cindy Annis’ stunningly 
realistic portrayal of Verena 
Talbo, the ociety matron. In 
the final scene, Cindy exhibits 
the smoothest, most polished 
voice of the cast when she 
oe ‘What Do I De Now?” 
and in the same scene, cap- 
tured the audience’s fancy 
with a moving description of 
loneliness—a reading that 
eould have been trite and 
melodramatic in hands of a 
less skilled actress. 

The homor-studded stage 
crew and erchestra. without 
being . conspicuous, did a 
superb jeb in the cramped 
quarters of the theatre-in-the- 
round. Deserving special 
attention are pianist Cari 
Nalvai and whomever is res- 
ponsible for the incredibly 
realistic sound effects 
(cricket sound, rooster crows, 
dog barks, etc.)
